Repbirt  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  fifth,  annual  report  as 
superintendent  of  schools. 

The  school  year  1952-1953  opened  with  the  following  per- 
sonnel : 

Mrs.  Edith  Clough,  principal  and  teacher  of  grades  4-6 
Mrs.  Mildred  Crowell,  teacher  of  grades  1-3 
■      Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  teacher  of  music     '•       .,  , ..  '. 

Miss  Mary  Shea,  school  nurse 
Mrs.  Margaret  Donnelly,  teacher  of  handwriting 
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There  were  no  changes  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  How- 
ever, Mrs.  Clough  was  given  the  added  responsibilities  of  serv- 
ing as  principal  in  the  new  school.  The  above  staff  gives  Ken- 
sington an  experienced  staff  of  teachers  who  work  untiringly 
to  provide  adequate  training  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

It  was  a  gratifying  experience  for  the  students  and  teachers 
to  start  the  new  year  in  the  new  school.  The  building  is  of  very 
fine  construction  and  everything  about  it  is  attractive  and  con- 
ducive to  an  improved  school  program.  Some  of  its  features  are 
worthy  of  note  and  from  an  educational  standpoint  are  consid-r 
ered  to  be  important  requirements  of  a  modern  school  building. 

1.  Each  classroom  has  nearly  eight  hundred  square  feet  of 
floor  space  which  provides  ample  room  for  desirable  activities. 

2.  Movable  furniture  allows  for  flexibility  in  the  classroom. 

3.  Ample  improved  green  chalkboards  and  bulletin  boards 
at  heights  which  children  can  use  are  provided  in  each  class- 
room. 

4.  Full  length  windows  which  cover  an  entire  wall  in  each 
room  provide  excellent  natural  lighting.  The  lighter  shades  of 
asphalt  tile  on  the  floor,  the  light  pastel  colors  which  decorate 
the  walls  and  the  natural  wood  furniture  all  help  to  provide 
good  lighting.  Modern  fixtures  which  produce  a  high  percen- 
tage of  indirect  light  furnish  the  right  type  of  artificial  light. 

5.  A  modern  oil  burning  forced  hot  water  heating  system 
provides  uniform  heat  throughout  the  building. 

6.  An  artesian  well  with  an  excellent  water  supply  and 
modern  plumbing  very  adequately  take  care  of  the  health  and 
sanitation  requirements  of  the  building. 

7.  The  kitchen  makes  it  possible  to  provide  a  hot  lunch 
program. 

8.  The  activities  room  is  an  important  part  of  the  buildingv 
and,  if  numbers  increase  in  the  future,  it  can  readily  be  con- 
verted into  a  third  classroom. 

9.  There  is  sufficient  area  so  that  a  very  good  playground 
can  be  provided  as  soon  as  more  land  is  cleared. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  citizens  of 
Kensington  for  providing  this  fine  modern  building  so  that  for 
generations  to  come  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  town  may  receive 
better  education  in  comfortable  and  pleasant  surroundings. 

There  are  two  strong  evidences  that  the  boys  and  girls  are 
receiving  good  training.    The  first  evidence  is  the  results  of 
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achievement  tests  which  are  given  each  year  near  the  end  of 
school.  Each  grade  stands  well  above  the  national  standards 
for  the  tests.  The  second  evidence  is  the  very  satisfactory 
caliber  of  work  done  by  a  large  majority  of  the  students  who 
go  on  to  high  school  which  is  proof  of  good  training  while  in 
elementary  school. 

I  would  also  like  to  commend  the  many  organizations  and  in- 
dividuals who  have  contributed  so  generously  to  the  new 
school.  This  represents  a  very  wholesome  and  cooperative  atti- 
tude and  has  made  the  undertaking  a  community  enterprise. 

Proper  care  of  a  new  building  is  very  important  and  I  can 
report  that  Mr.  Percy  Dunn  as  janitor  has  been  sincere  in  his 
efforts  to  keep  the  building  neat  and  clean. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which  follow 
and  I  trust  that  these  will  be  of  interest  to  you. 

Again  I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Kensington,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  board,  and  the  teachers  for  their  fine  coopera- 
tion and  support.

Report  of  the  Music  Supervisor 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  purpose  of  a  music  program  each  year  is  to  provide  for 
each  child  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  well-rounded  musical 
background. 

The  first  and  most  important  step  is  the  attempt  to  arouse  in 
the  child  an  interest  in  music.  Work  on  rhythm,  action  songs, 
singing-games  and  dances  help  to  do  this. 

Ear-training  is  very  important,  especially  in  the  first  two 
grades.  Some  children  have  a  natural  musical  ear  while  others 
do  not.  Each  week  work  is  done  with  the  matching  of  musical 
phrases,  with  the  purpose  of  bringing  the  child's  voice  up  to  the 
correct  pitch.  In  most  cases  this  can  be  done,  but  it  often  re- 
quires some  time.  The  result,  however,  is  very  gratifying,  and 
well  worth  any  amount  of  time  spent. 
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Learning  of  the  fundamentals  of  music,  note-reading,  music 
appreciation,  part-singing  and  folk  dancing  are  all  part  of  the 
music  program. 

In  April,  two  operettas  were  given  at  the  Town  Hall.  "The 
Smiling  Sixpence"  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of  the  North 
School,  and  "Animal  Capers"  was  presented  by  the  pupils  of 
the  East  School. 

The  pupils  of  both  schools  participated  in  the  Memorial  Day 
program. 

We  are  all  happy  to  be  in  the  beautiful  new  schoolhouse.  The 
large  auditorium  provides  space  for  dances  and  games,  which 
we  have  not  had  previously. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Hoyt,  the  school  board,  teachers  and  par- 
ents for  their  cooperation.

Report  of  the  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  new  school  building  has  greatly  aided  the  health  pro- 
gram. Better  sanitary  facilities  make  health  teaching  have  a 
more  realistic  value.  Hearing  and  vision  testing  can  now  be 
conducted  without  disturbing  the  whole  class  and  are  more 
accurately  performed. 

Along  with  the  new  school  the  community  can  be  proud  of  its 
P.  T.  A.  Through  its  efforts  a  dental  clinic  has  been  started. 
Children  in  need  of  dental  care  have  attended  this  clinic.  About 
one-fourth  of  the  student  body  has  received  help  in  this  way, 
attending  the  dentist  at  least  twice  during  the  school  year.  Dr. 
Pollock  has  conducted  this  clinic  on  a  weekly  basis.  The  P.  T.  A. 
dental  committee  has  provided  transportation  for  the  children 
to  and  from  the  clinic.  There  may  be  money  enough  for  a 
fluoride  clinic  later  on.  With  this  new  program  the  dental  needs 
of  the  children  in  most  cases  have  been  adequately  met. 

So  far  this  year  the  health  of  the  children  seems  to  be  above 
average.  Provision  throughout  the  school  for  general  clean- 
liness, adequate  lighting,  heating  and  ventilation  has  been  pro- 
vided in  the  new  building.  This,  along  with  the  daily  milk  and 
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the  forthcoming  "one  hot  dish  daily"  for  lunch  has  helped  and 
we  hope  will  continue  to  provide  an  element  of  protection 
against  disease, 

I  have  found  the  teachers  and  children  of  Kensington  schools 
most  cooperative  and  receptive  to  health  education. 

Health  talks,  film  strips  and  movies  on  health  are  an  essential 
part  of  the  program. 

We  still  have  much  to  accomplish  to  provide  adequately  for 
the  health  needs  of  all  the  children.  A  physical  examination  by 
a  physician  is  one  of  the  goals  to  be  aimed  at  for  the  future. 
For  the  present,  the  people  of  Kensington  can  be  proud  of  the 
fact  that  they  have  done  and  are  still  doing  all  within  their 
means  to  provide  a  healthful  environment  for  their  children. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  parents  for  their  cooperation,  and 
especially  the  P.  T.  A.  for  its  assistance  so  willingly  given  to 
the  school  nurse.
